for the benefit of the 
public. 

The ministry also 
provides support to a 
great variety of local 
organizations and 
public arts facilities 
through the Ontario 
Arts Council. It invests 
in a wide range of pro- 
grams designed to 
allow you to participate in the arts.

HERITAGE CONSERVATION 


History enlarges our sense of the present and brings 
meaning to the future. We all benefit when important 
legacies from Ontarios past are preserved. We are better 
able to understand and appreciate our heritage. 

Through its own programs, and by its assistance to such 
agencies as the Ontario Heritage Foundation, the Ontario 
Ministry of Culture 
and Recreation helps 
communities support 
local museums and 
societies which gather 
and present historical 
material. Through the 
Heritage Trust Fund, 
important old build- 
ings and properties are 
restored and others are 
protected from being 
changed radically or 
demolished. 

Heritage programs 
identify our history 
through planning and 
research, and support 
and license archaeo- 
logical activity in the 
province. 

You can visit the past in Ontario by going to the Huronia 
Historical Parks or Old Fort William. Sainte-Marie among 
the Hurons near Midland, and the Historic Naval and 
Military Establishments at Penetanguishene are recon- 
structions which will help you understand the French, 
and later the English heritage in the Huronia area. Old 
Fort William at Thunder Bay shows you the place in 
Canadian history of the fur trade. 

Why not contact the local 
architectural conservation advisory committee in your 
community? If there isn’t one, why not start one? It will 
enrich your community. And it might be just what you're 
looking for. 


SPORTS & RECREATION 


The games people play, and the physical shape they're 
in to enjoy those games, very often determine quality of 
life. In a broader sense, the amount of recreational activity 
in a community can help define that communitys sense 
of well-being. 

In sports, the Ontario Ministry of Culture and Recre- 
ation supports regional and provincial sport organizations 
with information, leadership training and funds to help 
them plan physical activities for citizens of all ages. 

For instance, advice is available on outdoor and thera- 
peutic recreation, on leisure, and on community recre- 
ation and children’s play.
